All Horses Were in Stalls. 

James Gieayes, night washer at the barns 
and the only human occupant of the build- 
ing when the fire started, had a narrow es- 
cape. He had just led the last of the horses 
to, the second floor when thé®e was an ex- 
plosion. A sheet of, flame came from be- 
neath the runway, Where a quantity of oil 
had been stofed. 

The washer, a negro, just had time to reach 
the street level before escape from the upper 
floor was cut off. A gust of flame followed 


oll and gasoline kept for the clothing firm's 
automobile delivery Wagons, the fire had 
epread through the whole building when fire+ 
men arrived. 


Horses Stampede in Building. 

From within the burning building came 
the sound of a stampede as the horses 
cashed wildly about their glowing cagé. 
The noise gradually diminished, the horses, 
cne after another, falling in their tracks, 
Not one of them was saved. Among the 
animals was a valuable pacer belonging to 
Dr. Henry Keiser, veterinarian and barn boss 
in charge of the place. Keiser, who lives 
in the barn, was away when the fire was 
discovered. 

Henry C. Lytton, president of The Hub, 
vas one of the spectators. He had just 
come to the ¢ity from Lake Geneva. 

‘I dont think the loss will be over 
$25,000," he said. “ We @re fully covered 
by insurance. What I regret most is the 
death of the faithful horses, trapped with- 
out a chance to fight their way to safety.”

stead of $50 a Day, Five Times 
Hagenah’s Rate. 


Members of the council committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light were surprised yes- 
terday when it was found that the first bill 
of E. W. Bemis had been pafd and that it 
amounted to more than $2,600. 

There is an exception in the case of Alé 
Twigg. He could hardly have been sur 
prised. For he received the’ bill and “ 0, 
K.d”" it without consulting other members 
of the committee. He directed that it be 
paid, and it was paid by the city controller. 

It had been expected that any expenditure 
of committee funds would be submitted for 
formal approval to the committee. Much 
interest has heretofore beén expressed as 
to just what Mr. Bemis would charge for 
his review of Expert W. J. Ha@enah's report 


When Mr. Bemis was engaabe he agreed 
that he would charge 850 a day, if engaged 
longer than ten days. If he) worked but 
ten days or less he was to be paid $65 a 
day. 

Charges for Four Subdays. 

Mr. Bemis’ bill shows that hée charged for 
his services from May 29 to June 20, inclu- 
sive, at $65 a day. This counts up thirty- 
three days, if four Sundays and one legal 
holiday are included in the reckoning. Lest 
there be a mistake about that the expert ac- 
countant specifies the number of days for 
which he charges as thirty-three. Wh'ch 
makes it clear that Mr. Bemis charged the 
city for four regular days of rest and one 
legal holiday—Decoration day--at $65 a lay. 

Mr. Bemis’ Sundays cost Chitago $260 and 
his holiday cost $65 more—mé@éking a total 
of $825 for five days of rest. Ald. Twigg did 
not question this part of the bil] in indorsing 
it. Neither did he hold Mr. Bemis to his 
agreement to work for $30 @ day. which. 
would have saved the city $495. 

The bill also showed that; Bemis had 
charged up to/the city expenge of trips to

CARDIFF, Wales, July 21.—It looks now 
as if the strike of the seamen and dockers 
will tie up work in this city and the neighbor- 
hood. . There are 16,000 men striking here 
and at Barry and Newport.

Many mines have closed down, and the 
stopping of all the neighboring collieries 
seems inevitable. If they close there will be 
more than 150,000 miners out of work. 

Employes of four iron mills, a wagon 
works, a fiour mill, a brewery and a wire 
rope works have quit work, and now the 
leaders threaten to stop work of every kind. 

A disorderly spirit is prevalent. Chinese 
laundries and dwellings have been@ooted 
and many windows smashed. There was a 
tierce fight last night, and tonight the mob 
is trying to rush the stables of the London 
mounted police.
